Those who ttnew^^Bkr thought, he was an intelli- 
gent, energetic man who worked extremely well with 
children. They saw him as a motivated teacher with a 
master's degree in child psychology. 

He was experienced in setting up and running youth . 
programs, could train staff members and even carried 
a fine tunc around the campfire. 

Those impressive credentials helped %Bl£r land 
teaching jobs and rise to leadership positions with the 
Oak Lawn and Burbank park districts and the Boy
